school resources degree never before 
experienced the history American educa- 
tion. Without fully comprehending its action, 
the federal government has turned over 
the American high schools ten million adults 
who are educated specialized programs 
which must invented our already over- 
burdened high school administrative personnel. 

few public school systems are showing 
some signs reaction the shock. The 
Hartford, Conn., school system, for example, 
has established the Hartford Veterans’ High 
School, which has had deservedly widespread 
publicity for its excellent program. Other 
public school systems are setting aside few 
classrooms staffed teachers who assist the 
veteran make progress commensurate with 
his abilities, experience, and effort. For the 
most part, however, the public school admin- 
istrators seem nonplused what has 
happened and are looking around for addi- 
tional buildings, supplementary appropriations, 
and other assets for program which yet 
they apparently haven’t developed 
minds. few daring administrators have 
pointed out the obvious fact that the high 
school should swing into “full production” 
routine high school education day for 
youngsters, adult education night for 
veterans and nonveterans. enlightened 
citizenry the backbone democracy, 
here the opportunity start community 
adult education program which will outlive 
the present emergency and will lasting 
means for training competent citizens. 

Unless I’m dreadfully misinformed, few, 
any, Catholic high schools are offering any 
inducements attract the Catholic veteran. 
Perhaps swivel chair observer has right 
comment, but believe that Catholic high 
schools are missing splendid opportunity 
educational job much greater value 
the Church and the nation than the 
education adolescents.

word caution order. Ordinarily 
the Veterans’ Administration will not pay fees 
excess $500 for the “ordinary: school 
year” (34 weeks) full-time study 
class hours week.

ATA gathered questionnaires indicate 
that large percentage teachers begin 
the first chapter unit and continue with 
each presentation the end the book. 
long book presents continuity related 
lessons, this procedure cannot subjected 
undue criticism. American schools where 
not teach the strict lecture method 
followed Europe, the textbook has been 
regarded almost sort “educational 
Bible.” Because the textbook says so, teachers, 
parents, and pupils consider statement 
true the gospels. 


Method Learning 


The use textbooks method, but, just 
soon teaching limited certain pages 
bringing another author’s treatment. Com- 
parisons and contrasts widen our horizons.

The next debate finds teams 
young thinkers gathering facts not found 
the regular texts the course study. 
Such provisions are devices for individual 
differences heterogeneous group adoles- 
cents. textbook with assignments for the 
precocious leader about the latest 
textbook perfection. These assignments are 
usually indicated expressions 
“Special Credit Work,” “Topics for Selected 
Reference Report,” Yet 
Solved,” etc. 

Usually the author textbook has spent 
great amount time research prepara- 
tory organizing pertinent material for 
certain graded course study. Without 
text, the teacher would never present effec- 
tively organized material the limited time 
the many hours the author has given 
selecting valuable information should recog- 
nized. Only self-sufficient egotists find fault 
indiscriminately with textbooks.

Excellency American Texts 


Competition among publishers has been the 
impetus securing the best textbooks the 
world. “No other country can compare with 
ours excellence subject matter, illustra- 
tions, typography, binding, paper, and other 
phases textbook making.”! This does not 
mean, however, that all textbooks are equal 
merit. interesting compare various 
texts the same course study and with 
some, casual inspection all that needed. 
incumbent upon school authorities use 
discrimination selecting textbooks. 


Consult the Teacher 


The question has been asked executive 
meetings: should select textbooks?” 
call the help advisory committee 
teachers who, after all, are benefited the 
texts more than fair and logical. How 
many teachers truly are consulted? Their 
number not legion. With the newer courses 
education offered our graduate schools 
hundreds teachers are informed curricu- 
lum construction and other related fields 
course study objectives. With years 
classroom experience added formal study, 
are they not qualified select their own 
textbooks? 

American school texts are subject certain 
standards established state textbook com- 
missions. Criteria judging the usability 
textbooks might include those Dr. Hubert 
Nutt: 

the text organized keeping with the 
purpose for which the course being taught? 

the text adapted the specific school 
field which used? For example, 
strictly high school text, has been 
compiled with view filling both high 
school and junior college demand? Too many 
textbooks have been prepared for commercial 
purposes; hence they are not the best for 
any one specific field. 

the text organized device, and, 
such, does measure adequately the 
principles and criteria for determining the 
selection devices? 

the text organized the form 
clearly conceived problems method 
teaching? so, its organization psychologi- 
cally sound the type form method 
problem that adapted the particular 
group pupils that will use the text? 

the text made the kind paper 
and printed the kind type that 
enable meet the sanitary standards 
favorable visualization?? 

order maintain objectivity the

score cards use. There quite bit 
similarity the general features these 
evaluative devices. Among the outstanding 
characteristics are items such child experi- 
ence, aims, individual differences, selection 
and balance, moral and civic values (e.g., does 
not encourage prejudice, teaches suspension 
judgment), accurate and up-to-date material 
from authentic sources, and diction suitable 
grade.

URING the period adolescence, per- 

haps more than any other period 
life, the human being longs for social accept- 
ance and approval. The psychology adoles- 
cence clearly indicates this. know the 
reasons. natural seek the companion- 
ship and good will others; desire 
recognized seek approval; exhibit 
tendencies for leadership. time life 
there more serious and conscious aware- 
ness one’s appearance.

Artificial Distinctions 

ALL the influences the school, that 

teacher upon pupil the most 
dynamic, the strongest. the vibrant con- 
tact personality with personality which 
stimulates the adolescent the deepest re- 
actions: either attracting him toward ac- 
ceptance what the teacher stands for, 
repelling him from even the remotest con- 
sideration following her suggestions. The 
influence the teacher eclipses every other 
force within the school. 

Understanding this fact, obtain some 
insight into the reason why adolescents detest 
violently any show favoritism the 
part their teachers. They despise the teacher 
who lowers herself the level having pets. 
Such teacher becomes actually repulsive 
the mind the adolescent. see the impli- 
cations such shortsighted teacher conduct 
when recall that teacher exerts good 
influence her pupils only the extent that 
they have respect and admiration for her. 

The adolescent has keen sense justice; 
with anything that suggests artificial distinc- 
tions. Square dealing part his code. Con- 
sequently, showing favoritism 
creates rankling his mind and heart and 
roots out every trace respect and admira- 
tion that might previously have held for 
his teacher. Even teacher with superior 
knowledge and extraordinary skill can nullify 
her efforts the least show partiality. 

When adolescent girls are asked 
qualities you look for good teacher?” 
the top-ranking quality mentioned 
always fairness. When you into our Cath- 
olic high schools and ask the boys whether 
their teachers treat them fairly, nearly third 
will tell you And usually they will add 
bitter remark about one the other 
their teachers who has pets. Here sampling 
some their milder comments: 

The Sisters this school want “mother” 
some too much disgusts me;

Helpfulness and fairness emerged 
the dominant characteristics. 


The Crush Phenomenon 


Another problem that arises the teacher- 
pupil relationship the emotional attachment 
that sometimes develops between student 
and teacher. Some boys and girls experience 
such absorbing affection for teacher that 
they constantly desire the teacher’s 
presence; the same time they feel strong 
desire give external expression this 
affection. This experience popularly known 
crush, overdeveloped emotional at- 
tachment which springs from honest ad- 
miration for certain qualities seen the one 
esteemed. More adequately defined, crush 
species absorbing affection, sometimes 
involving jealousy, but normally compounded 
wholesome affection and honest admiration 
for fine character. 

Many times the teacher becomes the pro- 
jection the adolescent’s ideal even though 
the teacher may fall far short what the boy 
girl imagines him be. But because the 
teacher possesses few traits which the ad- 
olescent admires, she placed pedestal 
and invested with halo. 

can understand best the reason for the 
development the crush recall the 
psychological changes the adolescent ex- 
periencing during these years: his various 
powers are rapidly expanding, bringing forth 
new consciousness the self which turn 
gives birth new feeling isolation. This 
feeling being “person apart,” together 
with the restlessness the period, drives the 
adolescent seek out more intimate friend- 
ships escape from this isolation. 

Because these and other changes the 
period, the adolescent has need three 
kinds friends: (1) friend the same age, 
understand him; (2) older guide 
inspire and lead him; (3) person the 
other sex love. Because the teacher’s 
greater experience and maturity and the ad- 
olescent’s sensitive response idealistic qual- 
ities, the teacher easily may surpass others 
commanding his affections. The mere promise 
having sympathetic friend whom 
lean fills the adolescent’s deepest felt need,

olescent and have crush full bloom. 
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Treated wise teacher, who takes 
objective, unemotional, yet sympathetic and 
understanding attitude toward the adolescent, 
the crush passes off few weeks.

having had least one more crushes since 
the eighth grade. interesting note 
this point that the boys grow older they 
look back upon such experience lot 
foolishness.” Among girls this phenomenon 
occurs much more frequently. More than half 
the high school girls admit having had 
crush teacher older friend. Thus the 
crush mainly problem with girls. 


Treatment the Crush 


The problem for you the teacher is, how 
treat the girl boy who has crush you. 
will not all refuse the adolescent 
normal degree attention and friendliness; 
she does not get this she will most likely 
develop even more intense emotional reactions. 
Thus, while wrong encourage such 
affection, equally wrong brutally crush 
it. Details the treatment crush will 
depend the individual temperament the 
girl, but general these three rules can 
followed: (1) Never make the mistake 
showing interest the girl, even though you 
may feel otherwise. you are well adjusted, 
you will have desires this direction. The 
matter-of-fact attitude toward the girl and 
redirect her emotional interests. this way 
you will keep the girl’s respect. (2) Never 
allow yourself alone with the adolescent. 
Most the embarrassing situations which 
adolescent with crush may precipitate can 
thus prevented. (3) Provide the adolescent 
With great many helpful things do: er- 
rands run, blackboards erase, and other 
routine jobs. The adolescent with crush 
burning with energy and devotion and 
only too pleased have tasks assigned her. 
not given opportunities like this she will 
think other ways demonstrate her 
ings. few weeks cleaning blackboards 
will usually calm down the fires the most 
intense emotional crush, and both girl and 
teacher will still friends when the fires 
passion have subsided. 

Let the teacher stay the pedestal and 
polish her halo, always remembering that the 
adolescent admires her not for her actual 
qualities, but rather for the virtues with which 
she has invested her.

Explosive! Handle With Reverence 


Reverence that fundamental attitude 
toward being which one gives all being the 
opportunity unfold itself its specific 
nature, which one neither behaves its 
master nor acts arrogantly toward it.— von 
Hildebrand: Liturgy and Personality 


HERE is, perhaps, better approach for 

the high school teacher that highly 
explosive article, the adolescent, than atti- 
tude reverence. 

Because such statement the one just 
made well might brushed aside trite, 
merely flashy, unsupported, will 
worth while define its terms and sift 
its content for the grain truth which seems 
dip the scale favor those who act 
accord with it. 

Under adolescent suppose group all those 
emerging personalities, all those maturing hu- 
man entities, all those mystifying children, 
who are variously catalogued “teen agers,” 
“youth,” “younger generation,” “hope to- 
morrow,” “offscouring today.” 

And may think reverence the ex- 
ternalization the awe wonder one 
immortal soul presence another. Without 
doubt, the more less continuous mainten- 
ance such attitude demands sanctity. 
Yes sanctity, for nothing less will supply that 
transcendent set values which pierces the 
hidebound intricacies pride, selfishness, 
ingratitude, timidity, and boisterousness 
boys and girls find 

through all this fleshly dress 
Bright shoots everlastingness. 

This task calls for self-discipline learned 
crucifix. For bow from the waist 
curtsy, even mentally, every one the 
motley crew high school youngsters 
ally. 

And still, must done. Actually, the 
adolescent does not know how great is, 
how worthy reverence. has not realized 
that the product Omniscience, the 

Omnipotence; that his pres- 
ent equipment fashioned for immortality. 
However, beginning have some notion 
that his way toward being something 
immeasurably great. 

Now, journeys are always rather fearful 
things when made alone, and they are doubly 
awesome when made toward unknown 
destination. Youth’s trip exception. They 
all fear. How individuals handle that fear 
diverse. Some whistle over it, others whine: 
some swagger, others slink; still others make 
the trip time, while amazingly in- 
creasing number dawdle the jaunt for 
dangerously prolonged time.

being and desiring gear him intellectually 
and morally for what his present, and what 
his future task, must offer aid tenta- 
tively and accord with the needs each 
personality. Reverence, which is, course, 
virtue, will serve sort supersensitive 
antenna for the interested teacher. And be- 
cause the reverent one concerned with the 
flowering youth and not with his own 
aggrandizement, will not hesitate with- 
draw entirely some cases. For there are 
always those travelers whose arrogance can 
checked allowing them alight the 
wrong station. There are boys and girls, 
the other hand, for whom reverence dictates 
the suave care experienced steward who 
tosses “old timer” cues uncomfortable 
diner until assumes the role one who 
has “been around.” This latter approach 
the right one for many: since uncertainty, 
self-distrust, and fear are more often the lug- 
gage adolescents, than are arrogance and 
conceit. “Those who trust us, educate us,” 
might the motto high percentage 
teen agers. 

Reverence, however, not only directs the 
journey from youth maturity, but 
efficacious buffer along the way. Adoles- 
cents are ruthlessly clearsighted usually, and 
too ready with the whip self-scorn. Much 
like uncertain traveler, the youth knows

And often their choice 
determined, not objective value, but 
the fascination which the spectacle detached 
interest has for them. 

Thus one must be, not only reverent, but 
disinterested the best sense; i.e., perfectly 
willing assist when request made, 
and just satisfied mind one’s own 
business when opening not offered. 
course, adults may answer here that such 
procedure means taking chance; means leav- 
ing the solution perhaps serious problems 
the capricious likes and dislikes youth. 
There substance such objections, but, 
nevertheless, nothing will gained in- 
truding. matter how opportune, fact, 
sometimes just because opportune, 
most adolescents are adamant before advice 
which thrust upon them. 

There little utility arguing that such 
attitude their part unfair, illogical, 
shortsighted; when human beings attain the 
plateau logical thinking and survey life 
with cool, long-range vision, adolescence 
over. If, however, await such develop- 
ment, shall discover that with logic and 
vision have come solidity. The period 
formation past; the mold has settled, and 
the fashioner has become futile accessory.

Choral Speaking the Grades 


HORAL reading may defined reci- 

tation group trained identity 
tone and expression. Such speaking unison 
produces the effect one voice. 

Choral work not new, although many 
varieties and forms are recent addition. 
These variations are due 
which permits remolding the old forms. Choral 
recitation began Greek and Roman theaters. 
Later, when the theater became the main 
interest England, choral recitation was re- 
vived and remodeled suit English taste. 

about this time, the English added choral 
music. later periods English history, 
choral work yielded its prominence other 
forms drama such the comedies and 
tragedies; times seemed forgotten; 
and yet, there were always obtrusive rem- 
nants which kept alive its appreciation. 


Values Choral Reading 


Perhaps the most salient value choral 
reading that promotes the enjoyment 
poetry among children. Children the inter- 
mediate grades, rule, not like poetry. 
the other hand, their first contact with 
poetry, the primary grades, pleasant 
episode. Nursery rhymes and jingles lull them 
sleep babes and accompany them 
through the fanciful stage preprimer life. 
Rhythm and rhyme are natural them 
that they seem have difficulty memo- 
rizing verses. these children progress from 
the lower the upper grades interest 
poetry wanes. Ballads become boresome and 
“old fashioned”; nature poems are scorned. 
result, renditions poems become 
sing-songy and valueless; appreciation gradu- 
ally nears its diminishing point; poetry 
appears lifeless and unappealing. This state 
affairs calls for novel remedy, and choral 
reading the specific stimulant required. 

Choral reading cultivates taste for the 
ideals and beauties life and the world 
around, because these refinements, which are 
the substance poetry, would many times 
escape the minds children unless motivated 
choral reading.

What sights would they see, what 
scents would they smell, what noises would 
they hear, both inside the stores and the 
streets? Here, indeed, the pupils would dis- 
cover their own ability for vivid description. 

All the values choral reading, how- 
ever, are not confined its accomplishments 
the classroom. has widespread influ- 
ence the social life the children. 
creates sociability; promotes the feeling 
unity that exists when groups are working 
together. Then, too, 
sciousness. The child who lost 
situation doesn’t mind entertaining work- 
ing when has the assurance group. The 
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training preparation given the teacher im- 
proves the speaking tone the children; 
teaches careful articulation, precise enuncia- 
tion vowels and consonants. 


Training Teacher and Pupils 


The equipment needed for choral reading 
consists training. Since unison speech 
somewhat related music, the fundamental 
principles applied singing must observed. 
few lines along which train are: 

Knowledge breath control. This means 
teaching the speakers breathe silently; 
renew breaths swiftly, and only appointed 
places. 

Accuracy speech. This presupposes 
training the speakers neatness and preci- 
sion practice. Lines poetry replete with 
vowels supply the needed exercise. Similarly, 
words and lines containing consonants may 
used. 

Range and volume. Here train the 
speakers speak their natural tones even 
though some are high, others low. falset- 
tos should permitted. Neither should the 
teacher force high low range upon 
speakers; nor should she permit the imitation 
another’s range. important stress 
that there should shouting. 

Good position body. promote 
better breathing, speakers should keep head 
erect and chin in. not necessary have 
them stand, although standing preferable

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zines. Ballads lend themselves class recita- 
tions with individuals reading certain lines and 
groups reciting the refrains. Some poems pro- 
vide several solo lines for individuals and 
intervening lines for the class. 

Even units history, geography, and social 
studies lend themselves choral adaptation. 
Let take for example unit history 
assigned fifth graders Our Country 
Advances Furlong, the Revolutionary 
War. One child narrator reads the back- 
ground and preliminary details the battle 
Concord. When the reading approaches the 
entrance Paul Revere, another voice 
group boys’ voices reads the section con- 
cerning Paul Revere. 

NARRATOR: “The night before they marched 
out, news the English plan was signaled 
Paul Revere. mounted fast horse and 
galloped along the road over which the British 
planned march. each patriot’s home 
cried out: 

PAUL “The British are 

NARRATOR: “Minutemen hurried their 
places.

Selecting the Choir

Too Much Knowledge? 


NTELLECTUALISM foremost among 
the charges leveled the teaching re- 

ligion. Aimed especially high school religion, 
this accusation based the principle 
(which quite correct) that religious in- 
struction should not mere teaching but 
education. Not only the intellect must 
formed but the will well. With this 
can have disagreement. Religion applies 
the whole man; fundamentally knowing 
God with the intellect, loving Him with the 
will, and serving Him with one’s whole being. 
But with those who decry the element 
knowledge, who subordinate the action 
the will, take issue. The golden mean, 
combining reason and will, must the goal 
religious instruction. 

Those who oppose the emphasis the in- 
tellect have array arguments their 
favor. They hold that religion essentially 
matter the will. With Thomas Kempis 
they would rather have their students feel 
compunction than know its definition. 
what avail, they ask, discourse learnedly 
concerning the Trinity they devoid 
love and hence displeasing the Trinity? 
Some the greatest saints attained the 
heights with only the barest essentials re- 
ligious knowledge. The uneducated charwoman 
with her simple, straightforward faith, 
continue, may much more pleasing God’s 
sight than the theologian who can prove God’s 
existence through intricate and learned reason- 
ings. Considering this, they hold that little 
learning, far from being dangerous thing, 
quite sufficient for salvation. And all 
this they are entirely correct least 
certain point.

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Deeper Understanding Needed

That they 
know enough saved true, but the 
requirements are, some cases, not too much 
more than minimal. Taking only students 
from the upper quartile (as determined 
the religion test published the Loyola 
Press), find that their tests reveal lack 
knowledge some concepts that seem funda- 
mental Catholicism. Since the tests selected 
for investigation were chosen according the 
norms supplied with the test (based more 
than 7000 cases), the percentages errors 
represent the knowledge the typical eighth- 
grade student superior ability. Were 
consider those the lower quartiles, the lack 
knowledge would more striking. 

avoid making this exhausting, 
dicate only few results. the true and 
false section, for example, per cent thought 
was all right read Protestant Bible 
without permission; per cent agreed that 
the Church added sacraments those 
instituted Christ; per cent did not 
know whether Christ was free from original 
sin; per cent thought that, confessing 
sins, sufficient say against which 
commandment they offended without telling 
whether the sin was thought, word, deed, 
omission; per cent did not know that 
blessed picture sacramental; per 
cent agreed that indulgence removes ve- 
nial sin from the soul; per cent were 
the belief that the mystery the Trinity 
contrary reason; while per cent held 
that there can contradiction between faith 


reason. This enough give some 


idea. Even per cent the examinees 
thought that bad habit cannot overcome. 

the multiple-choice section the results 
are also interesting. per cent did not realize 
that Adam’s sin was infinite because was 
offense against God. per cent thought 


infinite because deprived man 


per cent, because was the first mortal 
sin committed; per cent, because brought 
suffering into the world. per cent did not 
know that the first the five things 
done receiving the sacrament penance 
the examination conscience. per cent 
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Our Lady the Rosary Fatima.

were unaware that baptism takes away all 
sin. per cent thought that the mystery 
Christ becoming Man called Transubstantia- 
tion while another per cent thought was 
Transfiguration. Thus per cent were ignor- 
ant one the principal mysteries faith. 
per cent did not know that the Redeemer 
was first promised Adam. per cent were 
unaware that person who expects salvation 
without using the means thereto sins against 
hope. Just one last fact. per cent believed 
praiseworthy remain away from daily 
Communion because being aware having 
committed venial sins. 

doubt some the answers were due 
language confusion, some errors resulted 
from hasty reading the statements, and 
others arose from the use ideas beyond 
their comprehension. But remember, these 
results are taken only from the best examina- 
tions. study the lower groups would 
these percentages tremendously. 

These statistics (which are given only 
indications and not the final authoritative 
word) are produced merely indicate for 
high school teachers the magnitude their 
task and how much, even things take 
for granted, only partially mastered. 


Place First Things First 


Can the solution this watering down

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schools, established with the prime purpose 
teaching Christian living, does religion 
occupy position par with secular sub- 
jects? there right order where mathe- 
matics, history, science, English: receive 
five periods week while religion shoved 
into the background with two three periods 
per week?

The President the United States 
has decorated Edgar Hoover, director 
the Federal Bureau Investigation for the 
extraordinary service himself 
organization the defense the country 
during the war. was well deserved 
indeed. 

Simultaneous with the announcement 
the award, there came news from Wash- 
ington that the appropriations the 
Federal Bureau Investigation will 
seriously reduced. trust this not so. 

The problems which the country now 
facing are not only the problems peace- 
time, but the very extensive, serious, and 
sometimes shocking crimes the aftermath 
war. significant speeches recently, 
Mr. Hoover has indicated the scope and 
character the problem crime.

Champion’s Award, pointed out some 
significant things about our contemporary 
situation especially important for teachers.

Teaching Suggestion 
Montgomery 


EACHING that helps hurts human 

life most nearly always the indirect 
kind. Doubts may lodged the mind 
suggestion which would never accepted 
taught openly. unwise suggestion 
may cause student accept the very thing 
want him reject. 

not too much say that human lives 
whole schools may built broken 
down suggestion. This unnoticed process 
teaching going about everywhere, 
and doing more than any other one thing 
break down the beliefs fundamental 
things. 

Since this type teaching the most 
permanent, remaining longest either help 
hurt young lives, it’s the wise teacher who 
uses this subtle power for good. 

What makes suggestion dangerous that 
its influence unconscious, and when not 
understood, the teacher may not aware 
the deadly explosives touching off. Words 
let loose unguarded moments may loaded 
with dynamite. And what makes power- 
ful for good the other hand, when properly 
used, that right suggestions present rich- 
ness life which students will absorb without 
knowing they were meant for them. What 
taught may not hold the attention the 
student, but what caught becomes part 
himself. Lessons are taught; suggestions 
are caught. 

the right use suggestion the teacher 
may help child believe himself and 
using this power, may overcome inferior 
feelings and lack self-respect which have 
been lodged the minds children those 
who suggested failure wrong doing them. 

One big opportunity this method that 
rebuilding the almost wrecked lives 
children who have been the victims wrong 
Suggestions the home and elsewhere. Take 
example. 

Not long ago, ten-year-old boy got hold 
few dollars, took train for the city, and 
after spending the money was found crying

hotel. explaining his escapade, ex- 
claimed: guess anyway, Dad won’t call 
coward any more!” came out that his 
father, well-intentioned businessman, had 
often taunted him with being baby, 
coward, stay-at-home,” because the little 
son was afraid cross dark street each 
evening get the paper. The father imagined 
that such remarks would give the boy courage; 
and did finally, but the wrong kind. Wrong 
suggestion had driven him desperate thing 
prove was not coward. 

Such illustrations from life show something 
the power suggestion; and let not 
forget that good suggestions are just power- 
ful evil ones. well known that good 
suggestions will help child right, just 
evil ones will effect the reverse. 

Many boys have become vicious because 
they were continually suspected wrong- 
doing. Others make useful men because their 
parents and teachers suggest that they will. 
When small boy, Benjamin West got hold 
some chalk and marked the nice walls 
the home, but his mother, being wise 
woman, instead scolding him took him into 
her arms, kissed him, and told him would 
great artist some day. And after West 
was famous, would often soberly say that 
was his mother’s kiss and her word 
suggested success that made him painter. 

It’s old story but good one about St. 
Francis who told some students they would 
into the city preach. So, they walked for 
several hours about the streets. They turned 
this way and that, walking on, saying nothing, 
until last student said: thought 
were going preach.” 

“We have been preaching,” replied Francis. 
“We have been preaching walk. Men 
have seen us, observed us. have suggested 
the good life Then concluded, “It 
use walk anywhere preach unless 

like manner, it’s little use teach class 
individual literal way unless our 
suggestions are optimistic, constructive, and 
charged with the spirit success. pos- 
sible shake the faith one student, dis- 
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courage another, and ruin the whole class spirit 
the morning’s lesson one unwise sug- 
gestion. 

What makes suggestion all powerful the 
fact that there answer it. show 
this, let take example from the Bible, 
that the blind man whose sight was restored. 

You recall that, when Jesus healed this blind 
man the Sabbath, His enemies tried 
prove that Jesus was sinner. When the issue 
was forced last upon the blind man himself, 
did not argue the case, nor try defend 
Jesus, but simply said: sin- 
ner know not. One thing know, that 
whereas was blind, now see.” was only 
suggestion but there was answer it. 

Suggestion does not argue for point. 
does not attempt prove anything. good 
suggestion merely the statement fact 
obvious that only one conclusion can 
reached. The blind man stated two facts, nei- 
ther which could denied anyone. 
First, was blind; everybody knew that. 
And second, could now see. Then let the 
audience draw its own conclusion the 
kind person Jesus was. 

This method teaching one the best 
used building belief the student. 
course, one the fine and difficult 
arts teaching, but its rewards will repay one 
for all the time used acquiring it. 

The wise teacher will careful about his 
“offhand” remarks. There “off the rec- 
ord” teaching the classroom. stray re- 
mark, used for the fun evokes, may lodge 
something the student that will change his 
entire life. may forget the lesson, but the 
suggestion stays with him. 

Humor good thing now and then for the 
classroom. sense humor one the 
teacher’s greatest assets; but when fun made 
the expense faith reverence the injury 
great. Wisecracks that reflect upon religion, 
honesty, industry are always disastrous. 

Probably the great classic example the 
power suggestion found the speech 
Mark Anthony, beginning, “Friends, Romans, 
countrymen, come bury Caesar, not 
praise him.” And that masterful speech, 
Shakespeare shows that suggestion perhaps 
the greatest emotional power the world. 
Brutus had consented for Anthony speak 
over the body Caesar, his friend, provided 
would make defense him, and this 
observed. Yet, suggestion 
statements, turned the crowd against Brutus 
completely. Beginning his speech with all the 
crowd against him and his murdered friend, 
ends with everybody his side, and or- 
ganizing mob attack the enemies 
Caesar; and all this was done through 
suggestion. 

So, suggestion becomes also the teacher’s 
sharpest tool. And unless well sheathed, 
always source danger. When used con- 
sciously, becomes power for good. Books 
could written this subject with reference 
its effect upon schools and human lives. Yet 
hear but little about it. Anyway, let 
watch our suggestions. They are filled with 
hidden power, either build blow up.

Planning the Home-Room Period 


ONE time the minutes scheduled 
devoted the teaching religion 
was interrupted frequently students making 
school announcements, collecting for various 
organizations, developing school spirit for 
oncoming games and plays through the medi- 
several “pep” talks. offset the neglect 
teaching religion well the attitude stu- 
dents felt toward the subject, wise adminis- 
trators discouraged the use the religion 
period for such publicity and clerical routine. 
They demanded that the regular period, 
minutes, five days week, every high 
school devoted entirely the teaching 
religion. 

Yet school activities and clerical work must 
on. satisfy such demands there has de- 
known the activity period which takes care 
these “extras” that caused many inter- 
ruptions. Sometimes these activity periods re- 
vert study periods because the lack 
planning the part the teacher. Some 
the following suggestions, carried out accord- 
ing the teacher’s initiative, might enrich the 
students’ lives while forestalling the discipline 
problem, always present when thoughtful or- 
ganization lacking the so-called activity 
period. 

Most high schools have two three major 
organizations which necessitate assembly pro- 
grams, council meetings, and smaller group 
meetings. The activity period provides the 
time necesary for carrying out the work 
these organizations, thus preventing interrup- 
tion the school schedule, rush during the 
lunch period, and unsatisfactory gatherings 
after school. The following chart directive 
for planning such meetings during the activity 
period.

would well for administrators de- 
termine the extent which teachers are re- 
sponsible for the fears, phobias, complexes, 
and obsessions youth various situations. 
Often these are due want knowledge 
and direction those insignificant 
that would bridge them over the problems. 
well-planned guidance period would provide 
this needed direction and inspiration the 
homeroom counselor. Grades, credits, grade 
points, requirements for graduation, require- 
ments for and other related topics 
should discussed series talks the 
teacher. Definite instructions how study, 
how use the library, and how increase 
reading comprehension would supply material 
for another excellent series lectures. Talks 
manners, personality, habit development, 
and character formation would help answer 
many questions about which growing adoles- 
cents desire guidance formulating principles 
and establishing judgments. 

These suggestions, developed vitalizing 
and enthusiastic teachers, would greatly en-

seems noteworthy fact that people 
whole, and teachers particular, are in- 
clined gloss over the most fundamental 
problems aspects problems and con- 
tent deal with superficial phenomena 
symptoms. social and economic matters, 
there are ever many proposals for improv- 
ing the situation, but very little thought about 
that elemental factor, nature the 
raw.” People will make endless suggestions 
about ways and means living happily the 
married state without ever getting down the 
most important point all: living view 
God. And the same applies the educator. 
will give lessons length about the truths 
faith—but never show their downright 
implications for life. will teach the com- 
mandments indicating few broad and gen- 
avoid 
“burning” questions. For example: How many 
teach about drinking? How many come 
grips with questions relative marriage and 
sex? How many state clear and unmistak- 
able terms what the precept universal 
charity means actual life? 

Now may frankly admit that some 
cases this failure meet the situation arises 
from certain diffidence: one afraid 
erring doctrine being imprudent and 
thus doing more harm than good. But there 
may well other, less worthy motives. 


Whether realize explicitly not, there 
often the tendency take the easy way 
out: avoiding difficulties ignoring them 
less work than facing them. There may 
desire keep favor with those whom 
instruct. not want offend them 
stating the truth. want considered 
moderate, rather than looked upon 
zealot extremist our students and con- 
freres. Again, may have that hopeless feel- 
ing that, spite all say, things will 
the same usual. fear the stigma 
defeat. 

But, whatever the conscious subconscious 
motives work, few points are clear enough. 
Unless Catholic students are told very plainly 
what expected them, they will through 
life with minds full doubts and such mind 
fertile ground for evil. Hence, 
not know the answers the questions and 
problems that are really bothering our stu- 
dents, have positive duty find them. 
ignoring the truth order keep favor 
with our students fearing state because 
possibly will not accepted, might 
well ponder the life Christ this re- 
spect. His doctrine led men hate Him and 
endured what the world would call failure, 
for, after all, very few accepted His teaching 
during His lifetime.

After finishing the words the 
prayer, Jesus continued: “For you 
will forgive men their offences, your 
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heavenly Father will forgive you also 
your offences. But you will not forgive 
men, neither will your Father forgive 
you your offences” (Matt. 
(To some Catholic students was news 
that could not get our sins forgiven 
God unless are willing forgive 
others.) 

Compare also the parable the 
wicked servant who his 
immense debt his lord, but would not 
forgive the paltry debt fellow 
servant. This parable, far from being 
exaggeration, falls far short the 
reality.

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The Nature This Charity 


This charity consists sincere act 
the will which not only not wish 
evil others, but wish them the highest 
good. This wish not simple velleity but 
power leading action. “He that 
hath the substance this world, and shall see 
his brother need, and shall shut his 
bowels from him: how doth the charity 
God abide him? little children, let 
not love word, nor tongue, but deed, 
and truth” John 

But what person doesn’t feel charity 
toward someone; for example, enemy? 
Charity not the feelings but the will. 

Because charity not simple affection, 
but requires great effort soul, not 
equivalent natural friendliness, 
but becomes possible under the impulse 
supernatural motive and the aid divine 
grace. Charity real life not something 
soft connatural with piety. 
may and often accompanied extremely 
repugnant circumstances. 


Practical Applications 


Love enemies. Our enemies are those 
who have offended us, who bear malice 
toward who, perhaps envy our good 
fortune and who are ready hurt, publicly 
secretly, our honor and good name, our 
fortune and worldly possessions, even our 
life and limb. Our Lord the gospel tells 
how meet such people. While person 
always allowed demand that unjust damage 
repaired, never allowed harbor 
rancor hatred his soul. has positive 
duty wish well his enemy and behave 
toward him way that will foster charity 
rather than augment hatred. allow the evil 
what St. Paul denotes allowing one’s self 
overcome evil. “Be not overcome 
evil; but overcome evil good” (Rom. 
12:21). Charity cannot restored retalia- 
tion. Hatred and ill will returned only cause 
more hatred and ill will and the last state 
becomes worse than the first. Those who bear 
injuries patiently and oppose love hate are 
the lubricants social intercourse; they help 
make things run smoothly. 

Labor Troubles. The communist defi- 
nitely tries arouse hatred the employer 
the soul the laborer. This hatred has 
been fanned into flame such extent that 
very often the employer turn has come 
hate the laborer. must make very clear 
that, though labor has perfect right strike 
for just cause, stir hatred the 
employer one’s own soul the souls 
others sin and may very grave sin. 
This teaching may not sit well. There prob- 
ably will much discussion the effect that 
the employer uses foul tactics, may the 
worker. graduate Catholic college 
recently phrased it: “When was the foot- 
ball team, were told give just good 
received.” Nevertheless, there are still 
those elementary moral principles about two 
wrongs not making right and the end not 
justifying the means. 
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Political Fights. One the scandals 
politics the way which the contestants 
for public favor dishonor themselves throw- 
ing mud their opponents. Apparently 
holds are barred. difficult see how this 
consonant with the universal law charity. 
Catholics need few lessons ethics 
political life. 

Race Prejudice. say that love all 
men and willing believe evil other 
races peoples without examining the case 
not charity. Furthermore, allow ourselves, 
the strength our prejudices, make 
all sorts dishonorable and cutting remarks 
about these people not charity. love 
them? What laugh! make this all very 
concrete and definite, will necessary 
start home and avoid showing any way 
whatever the least symptoms such un- 
holy attitude. should get our students 
examine their consciences about this matter. 
For example, could have them write 
paper about their racial prejudices. Then this 
could followed another which they 
would required explain where they got 
the information (or misinformation) which 
these prejudices are based. Finally, would 
necessary show that, regardless the 
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disagreeable traits certain classes people, 
must still show charity toward them. 

Nationalistic Hatred. One the great 
evils war that produces much 
hatred the world. Yet the fact remains that, 
even the heat battle, there definite 
obligation love those whom one fighting. 
This hard for people grasp. one stu- 
dent put very strikingly: “How can 
soldier love the man trying bayonet?” 
One answer might that acting some- 
what the same role the hangman who 
cuts the rope. has not particular antipathy 
for the criminal: simply doing his duty. 
with the soldier. Nevertheless, needless 
say, there strong tendency suit the 
mind the action. 

Here again, should emphasized that 
cannot said love people when are 
all too willing believe evil them without 
examining the facts. And knowing modern 
propaganda, might suspend judgment for 
considerable time before accepting what 
said other nations. But, even the evil 
there, even though another nation has injured 
corporate entity, there still remains the 
obligation loving our enemies. 


The Forgotten Latchstring 


It’s mostly because his door often 
closed. does not close himself; 
wouldn’t, for not that kind. His heart 
and his mansion are always wide open for 
anybody who wishes enter. But, you see, 
those who use the latchstring most frequently 
are people who are accustomed closing 
doors behind them, very softly always, mind 
you, but closing them.

That explains also the peculiar type eye- 
sight you have have see the latchstring 
all. the kind vision that sees well 
the dark, mostly the dark. the kind 
sharpness which faith and hope give 
the eyes, that something that tends make 
the possessor look always. 

For you must know that the latchstring

St. Jude’s little different one 
important the one you will have 
for your very own for eternity, once you get 
into it. His has throne it, not that uses 
now; will use the end the world 
help the other apostles judge the 
tribes Israel. Our Lord promised them that 
the day St. Peter was little worried about 
what they should have for leaving “every- 
thing” they had had order follow our 
Lord. 
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Saint With Two Names 


But you will get impression from 
Jude that has throne coming and the 
right sit with crown his head 
and all the rest the habiliments the 
judge his fellows. the most reticent 
sort person, always was. You would have 
the hardest time trying find out anything 
about his background and his relatives and 
what did for living before and after 
was chosen apostle our Lord. 
tell you, that makes person think. 
proves all over again that not your 
ancestors nor your relatives nor which 
side the tracks you were brought that 
matters, but only, absolutely only, what God 
thinks you, whether Christ picks you out 
one His special friends; and, course, 
even His picking you out for friend does 
not the whole trick either, for the other 
Jude, Judas Iscariot, was picked out Christ 
for His special friend also, but did not 
anything about it. Judas Iscariot had ex- 
actly the same opportunities which St. Jude 
Thaddeus (that the other name his 
latchstring) had and used such enormous 
advantage, even cannot track down the 
story his exploits this date; but Judas 
Iscariot wasted his opportunities, ran after 
the mere tinsel which the world about him 
had offer, and you know how sad his end 
was. Such things make you think, tell you! 

St. Jude set down the gospel story 
being the brother St. James. That makes 
him close relative our Lord and His 
mother, for St. James, not the James Zebedee 
who was brother St. John, but James 
sometimes called the Less, was cousin 
our Lord. St. Jude was perhaps carpenter, 
for that occupation seems have been 
the family that fishing was the family 
the Zebedees and the Jonas family, which 
also had two sons each among the apostles. 
Interesting, isn’t it, how vocations run 
familes, sometimes? That puts kind 
premium large families: where there are 
many children, there are more opportunities 
for having several the boys called 
priests and little crew girls becoming 
nuns. 

Tradition has that St. Jude worked 
spread the gospel Mesopotamia and that 
was martyred the end, being beaten 
death with huge club. find old, old 
pictures him, represented standing with 
large club his side and with image 
Christ his hand. That image has very 
interesting legend; and since are not sure 
whether true not, the legend likely 
true. 


Legend 


During the lifetime our Lord 
legend tells there lived Edessa 
Abagaro, who had leprosy. Even today, there 
has been cure discovered yet for leprosy. 
The poor, afflicted king, having heard the 
miracles our Lord, sent messengers asking 
Him come cure him his illness. Our 
Lord, having other plans for Abagaro mind, 
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did not go. King Abagaro therefore sent 
artist Jerusalem, asking him bring back 
portrait the Wonderworker, for the story 
the woman who was healed from merely 
touching the hem His garment had pene- 
trated Edessa and into the royal court. 
The artist arrived Jerusalem, but was 
blinded the beauty and the glory which 
streamed from the countenance Christ, and 
very likely was smitten the wonderful 
teaching the Master that could not 
draw stroke. Our Lord who knows all things, 
knew the artist was the crowd and did 
just what you would expect Him do. 
pressed large handkerchief His face and 
left the impress His image upon it, much 
would later upon the veil 
Veronica, but did not give the image 
the king’s artist; instead, gave His word 
that would send somebody His stead 
cure the king. Later, after the Ascension, 
was Jude Thaddeus who was sent with the 
beautiful image the most beautiful among 
the sons men cure the king both 
ailments: his body leprosy, his soul 
ignorance and sin. For St. Jude converted 
King Abagaro, cured him his leprosy and 
was gratified find that the entire kingdom 
Abagaro was eager learn the true faith 
and embrace it. 

That typical the kind thing our 
Lord does all the time. What good would 
have done Abagaro had his artist brought 
back image himself had drawn the 
miraculous image which our Lord had im- 
pressed the handkerchief? would likely 
have cured his body, but that would not have 
helped too much. Instead, Christ sent mes- 
senger the sick man who could both 
things, the less important and the infinitely 
more important. makes one willing wait 
sometimes for our Lord answer our prayers 
His way, rather than ours; must 
anyway, but does add our comfort 
have sense enough and use it, realize 
that always God has schemes His own for 
our welfare, and they are much better 
than any could dream up. pray our 
knees callouses for certain man think 
must have for husband; turns down 
flat and marries somebody else. 
“What was the use praying like that?” 
Along comes out nowhere, without effort 
our part apparently, the “most wonderful 
man the marvelous Catholic, 
handsome and steady his work (and very 
good job that!) and his habits. Explana- 
tion? Our Lord has sent His own choice in- 
stead the artist you picked out get what 
you thought you wanted. See? You know, the 
very best prayer all the world say when 
you want something badly poor old 
Abagaro probably wanted his cure, the Our 
Father; and one important sentence the 
prayer “Thy will done earth 
heaven.” Being God, has very much 
better perspective; can see the whole plan 
our life one glance and knows just 
exactly how things are going fit into each 
other. Hence, wise; send your messenger 
our Lord all right asking for the things 
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you want, but wait! may send St. Jude 
back you with His answer. 


Lift His Latch 


That brings back the forgotten latch- 
string. Because St. Jude was known Judas 
the gospel story even though the remark 
“not the Iscariot” added—most people 
never kept the two men, such contrast 
each other, separate their minds. Judas 
was simply Judas, and that was all there was 
that. English Catholics very early their 
history called him Jude and times added 
his other name Thaddeus. That helped little. 
However, devotion St. Jude died out after 
some time, and until quite recently, has 
not been called upon his lovely mansion 
the Father’s house. and the fellow 
apostle with whom worked Mesopotamia, 
St. Simon, are honored some countries 
fishermen. Schiller mentions the feast St. 
Simon and St. Jude when puts into the 
mouth the timid fisherman who would not 
venture rescue Baumgartner (read the play 
sometime) 

“The feast Simon and Jude today; 
When the sea storms and will surely have 
its prey.” 

Fishermen the Atlantic coast have special 
recourse St. Simon and St. Jude for pro- 
tection and success their fishing trips. 
Aside from occasional mention like that, how- 
ever, poor St. Jude has been rather forgotten. 

The Claretian Fathers Chicago have 
relic St. Jude and they are doing much 
encourage the devotion the saint who 
dear and never makes you wait even 
has had wait long time for remem- 
ber that exists. the special patron 
for hopeless cases; that is, when you think 
your case the most pressing and the most 
unlikely relieved usually feel that 
way about anything that afflicts 
over St. Jude, and you will see. During 
the late war girl saw, quite accidentally, 
notice the novena St. Jude beginning 
October 20. Never having prayed St. Jude, 
she thought she would try him out, give him 
test case. she said little prayer St. 
Jude each day for the nine days. She talked 
the whole thing over with St. Jude somewhat 
after this fashion: not want anything 
special, and have way knowing just 
how powerful you are. Will you please 
something stunning and noticeable that 
must know you have had hand it? 
shall most certainly spread your devotion 
you wish to; and that how you will 
get it, you something ex- 
traordinary for me.” happened that, just 
after she had begun young flier 
was declared missing action. “You might 
take care that, St. Jude,” said the girl 
her very next prayer. girl friend who had 
married another flier just before left for 
Germany and parts ETO, asked for prayers 
for Jim. She had not heard from him since 
July. “There something else you might 
look after, St. Jude,” prayed the novena 
client. family town was having some sort 
domestic trouble; they were all worried 
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about their father. “Don’t you worry; 
testing out St. Jude; shall put your inten- 
tion novena. will something; 
you'll see.” Came the end the nine days 
prayer. cablegram from the missing flier 
assured all and sundry that long letter 
would follow and that was safe and coming 
home soon. letter from the War Department 
assured the young bride that her husband 
was safe and alive, and that would write 
her soon, but that she was keep the fact 
secret until she heard from her husband. 
would explain her, and her only, why 
this must kept military secret. The 
family that had been worried about their 
own little trouble thanked God and St. Jude 
for favor for which they had been praying 
for years; “last Friday their prayers had been 
heard almost miraculous manner.” Well, 
what you think? 


Don’t Impatient 


St. Jude still the messenger whom Christ 
sends into our life with answer away 
and beyond what could ever have dreamed 
when prayed. The legend King 
Abagaro and his eventual cure says never 
word about the king’s impatience disap- 
pointment when the great Healer did not 
come his first call, nor word com- 
plaint when the artist returned sans portrait 
and sans anything but His promise: shall 
send somebody heal you.” too often 
not like that. want what want right 
away, and not get it, throw 
our hands, get off our knees and say 
disgust the use?” Poor fools, 
have sent for pencil portrait, thinking that 
was the very thing wanted. And not 
all. What really want flesh-and- 
blood answer our prayer. Has occurred 
you that God has directed you reading 
this story about St. Jude that you would 
give Him the opportunity send you some 
special favor through His loved apostle? 
There is, course, understanding the 
sweet mercies God, but have thought 
that God had huge department 
store and that sent out word 
come His store and buy whatever need 
think want, assured that could not 
get better quality anywhere; and then when 
come, slips purse into our hands, 
the “QT” that may saved em- 
barrassment when want buy what seems 
ordinarily beyond our means. Isn’t that the 
way does it? is. gives the good 
thought and then gives the grace 
correspond with the good thought. While 
never forces our will, does give each 
moment all the grace need use our 
free will our own advantage. use 
His grace, increases our good will 
much, increases His own life us, brings 
ever closer and closer the ideal which St. 
Paul reached when could say: live; 
now, not but Christ lives me.” And so, 
always more and more Christ Himself 
who work within our soul, and 
Christ whom the heavenly Father recognizes 
more and more distinctly within us, and the 
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Father cannot resist the Son; so, you see 
what happens? The very wishes begin 
have are more and more the wishes Christ 
living us, and stop sending artist, 
even court artist get dead portrait 
the great Healer; instead, learn wait 
God and find that His messenger not only 
heals our leprosy but that brings Christ 
Himself, and with Him are rich enough. 

St. Jude the man with the forgotten 
latchstring, forgotten men, that is. 
like the buck private the infantry whom 
the success the war depends. Facts are 
facts; and just because neither you nor any- 
body else knows that the King Abagaro whom 
St. Jude converted and baptized spoke con- 
vincingly man who induced another man 
embrace Christianity whose good example 
affected another man who met business 
deal foreigner from another country who 
was eventually your ancestor who 
handed down you the faith had received 
this circuitous route from Christ Himself, 
that does not change the facts the case one 
little bit. You realize, course, that you owe 
your faith some one the apostles and 
may well St. Jude. Being the quiet 
and reserved sort person is, would 
never remind you the debt you owe him; 
and ever you say anything him about 
it, will come right back with: “The Master 
told before sent out: ‘Freely have 
you received; therefore, freely give’; and 
doing only duty.” 


Pray the Holy Spirit 
Don’t get the impression that St. Jude was 
bread and milk man without strength 
purpose and the verve and dash red- 
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blooded soldier Christ. Read his but 
stirring epistle and you will convinced 
quite the contrary. faced facts. Possibly 
the fact that, the grace God, had not 
gone the way his namesake the apostolic 
school, was his mind too, for reminds 
his parishioners the fact that God brought 
some men safe out Egypt miraculous 
manner and then destroyed them for their 
subsequent apostasy; that drove into hell 
some those glorious beings whom had 
created for heaven, but are now “reserved 
under darkness everlasting chains.”

Practical Values Geometry

this utilitarian age, frequent question 
asked educators pupils is, use 
geometry me? I’m not going study ad- 
vanced mathematics. Why should into 
geometry class?” Sometimes principals and 
counselors are sympathy with this point 
view and they turn query, “What use 
geometry pupil who not going col- 
lege? Surely won’t use propositions de- 
termine his income tax.” Perhaps the 
fault teachers mathematics, themselves, 
that the nonmathematical minded not real- 
ize that the terms “geometry” and “proposi- 
tions” are not synonymous, that the actual 
learning propositions but minor part 
the goal achievements set geometry 
teachers. 

One the first principles mastered 
geometry pupils the importance defi- 
nitions. clear concise understanding terms 
and concepts necessary for accurate reason- 
ing. There must, moreover, 
agreement about the definition these con- 
cepts there are intelligent discussions 
about the subject. Apply this principle the 
life any adult. Controversial subjects are 
respectors persons places, they may 
present almost any gathering. But misunder- 
standings and arguments not need 
found if, the beginning discussion, the 
participants agree the definition terms. 

Practically every textbook geometry car- 
drawings that make lines appear curved 
appear unequal when, reality, they are 
straight lines and they are equal. The conclu- 
sion impressed the pupil that cannot 
judge appearances. the same vein 
thought, introduced axioms and pos- 
tulates, the unproved assumptions which form 
the basis the science mathematics. 
taught that, his assumptions are sound, and, 
builds them correctly, his entire sci- 
ence true. This type reasoning not only 
can, but should applied the fields 
social sciences, and economics. dis- 
passionate study theory the light its 
Structure eliminates the tendency draw 
prejudiced conclusions. Moreover, emphasis 
should placed the fact that conclusion 
valid only the assumption and definition 
which lead are valid. 

young man has choice three positions 
and, order make decision his 
preference, considers the advantages and 
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disadvantages associated with each. The two 
positions which promise the least advantages 
are discarded favor the third. Quite un- 
consciously has applied the method in- 
direct proof his reasoning. geometry, one 
quantity equal to, less than, greater than 
another quantity. two possibilities are elimi- 
nated, the third must true. the young 
man question has studied geometry, 
knows the errors reasoning that can re- 
sult during indirect method proof.

Elementary Physical Education 


Mary Curtiss and Adelaide Curtiss 


you are teacher the elementary 
school probably you have the responsibility 
teaching physical education the children 
under your care. your school follows the 
departmental system, you may have, for phys- 
ical education, two three other grades 
addition your own. 

course difficult teach vigorous 
physical activities dynamic boys 
and girls. There doesn’t seem enough 
time. The activities you enjoyed those col- 
lege freshman and sophomore physical educa- 
tion courses are too difficult for your young- 
sters. You wish specialist the field could 
employed relieve you the task. 

The superintendent your school system 
informs you, however, that specialist 
physical education not for him. may 
believe that low-organization activities not 
call for such services, perhaps states 
outright that available funds not include 
the fee one trained especially physical 
education. Whatever the reason, the task 
teaching physical education yours and prob- 
ably will remain yours for some time come. 

desperation you ask yourself, over and 
over, “What shall teach?” and “How shall 
teach it?” whereas your first question should 
be, “Just why teach physical education?” 


The Questions 


Your aims are three: satisfy the biologic 
and social needs growing, developing chil- 
dren; cultivate them wholesome quali- 
ties; encourage interest activities for 
childhood’s free playtime and the recreation 
adulthood. 

The scope such aims demands well- 
balanced program. Your questions, “What 
shall teach?” and “How shall teach it?” 
are now order. You need planned exercises 
and activities make muscles firm and well 
toned and bodies strong and erect. You need 
gay rhythmicals and games satisfy child’s 
need for harmonious companionship. For the 
cultivation wholesome qualities, you need 
those games childhood and youth that 
simulate many life’s situations calling for 
fair play, generosity, co-operation, and the 
like. for the third aim? are all inter- 
ested and enjoy what well. children 
attain some degree perfection the activi- 
ties you offer them their physical education 
periods, they will include them their own 
free playtime. 

The time allotment for physical education 
the elementary school varies from state 
state, but suppose yours daily 20-minute 
period. How are you going include mimetics 
calisthenics, practice fundamental move- 
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ments, rhythmical, and game? You can, 
you have method. You can, your activi- 
ties are simple and appropriate for child’s 
grade level. 


Planning the Lessons 


The following physical education lesson 
plan for Grade The material can covered 
familiar your children. This typical 
lesson and based the assumption that 
least these types activity, not the partic- 
ular examples, have been executed your 
group. this not the case, advisable 
lengthen the initial periods minutes 
each order that repertoire may 
attained. 

Note well the formation techniques for 
each activity and especially the technique for 
the formation transitions. These are your key 
successful physical education period. 

all your aims teaching physical 
education are realized, the four activities 
appearing this lesson plan should in- 
cluded each physical education period and 
for each grade (with the activities themselves 
graded accordingly). has proved wise 
take the four activities always the order 
suggested this plan. commence with 
mild mimetics calisthenics and work 
the vigorous activity the dances and games, 
limber and condition the body gradually 
until adjusted the vigor and 
activity demanded it. 

Furthermore, soon this order becomes 
routine, nonessential movements disappear and 
confusion and waste time are cut the 
minimum.

Lesson Plan for Grade 


Calisthenics (approximately five 
minutes) 


Formation 


Children form into lines: boys front, girls 
back with approximately the same number 
each line. Children face the teacher and 
space themselves arm’s distance apart. 

Each lesson should include calisthenics such 
the following for all parts the body, and 
they should performed, possible, 
music. 


Loosening 


With arms over head, stretch far 
possible. Hold this position for few seconds. 
Drop arms forward, relax body and touch the 
floor with finger tips. this two three 
times. 

limber the hands and fingers, shake 
vigorously until they tingle. the same with 
each foot. 
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Arms and Shoulders 


With body erect, feet together and arms 
sides, hunch shoulders ears and then let 
shoulders drop. this eight times. 

With body erect and feet together, rotate 
left arm (keeping elbow straight) forward, 
over head, back, and down side one 
continuous, sweeping movement. Start slowly 
and gradually increase the speed. this eight 
times. the same with the right arm eight 
times. Rotate both arms eight times. Repeat 
above, reversing the motion. 


Trunk, Neck, Head 


With feet together and hands hips, drop 
head forward, and roll head left side, back, 
right side, and forward. this several times 
and then reverse the motion. 

With feet together and hands hips, drop 
head forward and back for eight counts, from 
side side for eight counts, and twist from 
right left for eight counts. 


Legs and Back 


Stand erect with arms extended out sides. 
Rise toes, and, while counting slowly 
16, bend knees, keeping back straight, until 
stooping position reached. Again counting 
16, rise standing position. this 
five times. 

Stand erect with hands hips. Stoop 
quickly and then jump standing posi- 
tion. this five times. 


Feet and Legs 


Balancing one foot, extend the other 
forward and rotate from the ankle eight times. 
the same with the other foot. 

Stand with feet slightly apart and hands 
hips. Rise toes, keeping the knees 
straight. Hold this position for few seconds, 
and then drop heels. this times. Repeat 
the exercise, accelerating the speed. 


Stretching 


Stand with feet together, arms over head, 
hands clasped together and palms toward the 
ceiling. Stretch and pull body tall 
sible. Holding this position, bend trunk 
right side and then left side several times. 


Practice Fundamental Movements 

(approximately three minutes) 
Formation 

Change from line circle formation. The 
first line girls walks forward 
together with the boys the first line. The 
second line girls walks forward and stands 
together with the boys the second line. The 
entire first line turns and faces the second 
line. All join hands, including the girls and 
boys the end each line. With hands 
thus joined, children step back slowly until 
circle results. 
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Practice fundamental movements should 
done with musical accompaniment, either 
piano phonograph. Pop Goes the Weasel, 
Suzanna, Turkey the Straw, any 
similar four-part music may used. 

Children face the line direction, left side 
toward the center the circle. Keeping time 
with the music, they march around the circle. 
Heads should held high and arms and legs 
swing freely. 

Children skip around the circle, getting 
much elevation possible each skip. With 
the tempo the music quickened, children 
easy, light trotting steps around the circle. 


Rhythmical Activity (approximately 

five minutes) 
Formation 

Some rhythmical activities require single 
circle. this the case, the class posi- 
tion for the third activity. There are, however, 
many folk dances requiring partners, the 
following selection. Boys step forward and 
stand front the girls their right. Boys 
face the girls. When there extra number 
either boys girls, these children take 
partners among themselves.

Games (approximately seven minutes) 
Formation 

relay formation used for the following 
two games. All children face the center the 
circle. Teacher appoints captains. Captains 
step from the circle and take their places 
good distance away. Children count off ac- 
cording the number captains. The ones 
line behind captain one. The twos line 
behind captain two, etc. 


JUMP THE BROOK 


Simple relay formation. Players stand be- 
hind the starting line. The finishing line 
good distance away. Midway between the two 
goals draw two parallel lines approximately 
three feet apart. The space between the two 
center parallel lines represents the brook. 
signal the captain each team runs the 
brook, jumps over it, runs the finishing 
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line. runs back the brook, jumps over 
it, runs the starting line, touches off the 
second player and stands the end his 
team. Continue until all have jumped the 
brook. The team finishing first wins. Any 
player who falls into the brook must run back 
the starting line and begin his turn again. 


CARRY AND FETCH 
Simple line relay formation. Players stand 
behind the starting line. The finishing line 
good running distance away. Each team

given beanbag. signal, the captain 
each team runs the finishing line, drops the 
beanbag, and returns the starting line. 
touches off the second player and stands 
the end his team. The second player runs 
the finishing line, picks the beanbag, 
and returns the starting line. gives the 
bag the third player and stands the end 
his team. The beanbag alternately carried 
the finishing line and brought back the 
starting line until all have had turn. The 
team finishing first, wins. 


Forgotten American Cardinal 


EDITOR’S NOTE. Seventy-five years 
ago, the youngest college president the 
United States, Rev. Diomede Falconio, 
O.F.M., then president St. Bonaventure 
College, St. Bonaventure, Y., was made 
citizen the United States. 1899, 
Apostolic Delegate Canada; and, 
1902, became the third Apostolic Dele- 
gate the United States, our only Apos- 
tolic delegate, who was American citi- 
zen. 1911, was made cardinal. 
appears evident, therefore, the statement: 
“Archbishop Edward [Cardinal| Mooney 
Detroit was the first American priest 
given permanent appointment the 
diplomatic service the Holy See” 
[CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL, 
March, 1946, 92] should have read 
“American-born priest.”

HEN Father Thomas Plassmann, 

president St. Bonaventure College, 
addressed candidates for citizenship Ameri- 
canization ceremonies held Little Valley, 
Y., recently, was recalled that, Little 
Valley, Y., years ago, former presi- 
dent St. Bonaventure College, Rev. Dio- 
mede Falconio, O.F.M., who later became 
cardinal, received his citizenship papers. 

This young Franciscan arrived America 
taught the classics St. Bonaventure Colege, 
until was ordained Bishop Timon, first 
Bishop Buffalo, January 1866, the 
age years and three months! Then 
was appointed professor philosophy and 
vice-president St. Bonaventure College and 
Seminary. Soon afterward was promoted 
the chair sacred theology, and was elected 
president this institution the age 26! 
far, one has disputed the claim that 
Father Diomede Falconio was the youngest 
college president the history the United 
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States. was while held the office presi- 
dent St. Bonaventure’s that Father Dio- 
mede became citizen the United States, 
receiving his citizenship papers Little Val- 
ley, 

1869 Father Diomede Falconio, 
resigned his position president St. Bona- 
venture’s accept the office secretary 
the Franciscan Bishop Harbor Grace, New- 
foundland. Here served successively 
secretary, missionary, rector the cathedral, 
chancellor, vicar-general, and administrator 
the diocese. 1882 returned the United 
States the hope laboring missionary 
the eastern states. But 1884 was called 
Rome take the office provincial the 
dispersed Province San Bernardino 
Abruzzi. Five years later was appointed 
procurator-general the Reformati branch 
the Franciscan Order. July 11, 1892, 
was elected Bishop Laodicea, and, No- 
vember 29, 1895, was appointed metropoli- 
tan the twin archdioceses the Acerenza 
and Matera southern Italy. 

Papal Brief, dated August 1899, Pope 
Leo XIII established Apostolic Delegation 
the Dominion Canada, and named Arch- 
bishop Falconio the first Apostolic. Delegate 
Canada. 

September 30, 1902, was appointed 
the third Apostolic Delegate the United 
States. Rev. Noel Conlon, significantly 
remarks his scholarly article 
Franciscan Portrait” (Provincial Annals, 
October, 1943): “his appointment was consid- 
ered evidence Pope Leo’s high esteem 
for our government, since, the time, was 
probably the only churchman the diplomatic 
service the Vatican who was American 
citizen.” 

Among the remarkable events which took 
place while Archbishop Falconio held this high 
office, significant note the publication, 
1906, Pius X’s Constitution, 
Consilio. this, the United States was re- 
moved from the status missionary territory, 
and henceforth longer subject the au- 
thority the Propagation the Faith. 

June 1906, Archbishop Falconio or- 
dained the priesthood young friar, Father 
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Thomas Plassmann, O.F.M., who years 
later, was succeed him office which 
he, the Apostolic Delegate himself, had held 
with such distinction. Father Thomas, the 
present incumbent the office president 
St. Bonaventure College and Seminary, has 
but recently started his twenty-sixth year 
regent this institution learning. 

November 27, 1911, Archbishop Falconio 
was created cardinal priest with the title (espe- 
cially created for him) Sancta Maria Ara- 
coeli (named after the ancient Franciscan 
Convent regarded the seat the Order 
Rome). the same consistory, two other 
American archbishops, John Murphy Farley 
and William Henry O’Connell, were elevated 
the College Cardinals. 

May 25, 1914, Cardinal Falconio was 
appointed Cardinal Bishop the suburban see 
Velletri, and early 1916 was also ap- 
pointed Prefect the Congregation the 
Consistory, the Discipline, the Sacra- 
ments, the Propaganda, and the Com- 
mission for the Preservation the Faith. All 
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the while retained the pastoral cares his 
episcopal see Velletri. 

spite his many labors, the Cardinal 
found enough leisure time carry out plan 
which had conceived his early youth, and 
which kept close his heart amid his 
numerous duties. loved his Order dearly, 
and was his ambition, some day, write 
the history his beloved Province the 
Abruzzi. Whenever, during his eventful career, 
would find reference, matter how in- 
significant, name some fact, relating 
this subject, would jot down and send 
the guardian his former monastery 
the Abruzzi, with orders consign the 
sealed box, intended for that sole purpose. 
last this box was opened and the Cardinal sat 
down fulfill his long-cherished desire. With 
the utmost care, with devotion and scientific 
accuracy, completed and published three 
volumes: Minori Riformati negli Abrussi 
(Rome, Bertero, 1913). 

Cardinal Falconio died, the age 75, 
February 1911.

Words 
are such easy-to-use tools communication 
that teachers have used floods them 
convey knowledge, failing realize that 
words can merely supplement 
supplant sensory contacts.

Film making has been going for fifty 
years. The camera has traveled over the world 
and visited its people. Time, nature, wars, 
and engineering change the face the earth, 
and the motion picture able say, “This 
the way used look.” film, those 
who make history, continue take oaths 
office, dedicate post offices, and review the 
troops. Celebrities smile and their smile 
endures. Sometimes these films have held the 
mirror faithfully that they are accepted 
straightforward documents. 

selecting suitable films for our American 
history classes, must have definite prob- 
lem mind and select the type most suitable 
for taking care that problem. The first type, 
and perhaps the best, the “factual per se” 
—such newsreels, taken nearly 
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possible their original relation time 
and place. The type the “factual 
expository” depicting things, facts, scenes, 
events, activities which have are likely 
have American historical significance, taken 
for purpose exposition and following 
predetermined plan composition, such 
travelogs, educational subjects, etc. 

The third type those 
taken dramatized representation scenes, 
significance which the originals 
accurately and faithfully portrayed spirit 
well letter. this class are such 
films “Sons Liberty” and “Declaration 
Independence.” 

The fourth type the those 
which, without regard other qualifications 
have played important roles influencing 
American thought action and thus have 
themselves become historic the same sense 
that the novel, Uncle Tom’s Cabin, has be- 
come historic. Such films “The Battle 
Cry and Thomas Ince’s “Civil- 
ization” which were influential shaping 
public opinion prior America’s entry into 
first World War would, very probably, 
admitted this class.

Let the performers stand the starting position during the 
introduction the music. Omit all interludes and extra measures 
music.

Development: Teach one exercise time. Teach the arm 
movements first, then the leg exercise, and finally the trunk move- 
ment. When each movement has been learned properly, the entire 
exercise may put together.

Statistics and all, the ex- 
position plan operative present Passaic, 
J., under the name “Children’s Bureau.” 
This study the author presents substantiation 
his personal thesis. that given com- 
munity the civic agencies, co-operation with 
parents, can, working through central bureau 
established within the public schools, effectively 
cut down juvenile delinquency and this without 
the usual secondary effect ruining socially the 
delinquent corrected giving him police record. 

analyst Mr. Kvaraceus objective. 
his suggested remedy one may say that ex- 
the task the educator and the 
social scientist more than offer stop- 
gap remedies corrective nature for social 
maladies rooted moral decay. Very possibly 
his task just that. But the author does have the 
traditional blind spot the natural-minded so- 
ciologist: misses the ultimate cause juvenile 
delinquency suggested above. consequence 
underestimates the ultimate corrective needed: 
personal and social moral reform based the 
re-establishment the relations man, per- 
sonally and socially,,to God. 
analysis delinquency particular region the 
book instructive. plan for corrective treat- 
ment very much worth the consideration 
the teacher who can for its deficiencies.
